_ Now no matter how foolish the CIA has been 
made to appear as an intelligence agency by the 
fallacy of this belief, it: appears to us self-evi- 
dent‘that if the CIA: estimate was ‘accepted, as 
it was, by knowledgeable military men; it can 
only have been because they, and the high gov- 
ernment officials they advised, were sure that 
Castro and his regime were hated by the bulk of 
the Cuban people. Events have proven this 
estimate. wrong. 
evidence of widespread popular ‘support for Cas- 
tro. Nevertheless, surely’ we are forced to con- 
clude that the invasion was backed by the U.S. 
under the impression that the Cubans, on the 
island, would immediately revolt as soon as 
they. had the slightest chance of succeeding. 

If such -had been the case, then the invasion 
would have been jus not merely because 
it succeeded but use the condition for its 
Success was that this would have reflected the 
desires of the great majority of the Cubans. 

It would be one thing for the U.S. to at- 
tempt to impose its will.on a small and virtually 
defenceless neighbor.

This report is. designed to show that the 
long-term outlook for Canadian. agriculture is 
bright... Besides the increase in world demand, 
the economists predict that Canadian meat con- 
sumption will double in the next two-decades 
and that the total physical volume~of foods con- 
sumed by Canadians also will rise, by 70 per 
cent. * ; Rete ; 

\\ All ‘this does, indeed, indicate that the 


“ future will see an increased demand for the 


products of Canadian farms. ; : 

But there is another way to look at the re- 
port. It is true that doubling the production 
of meat twenty years from now is almost’ cer- 


tainly not beyond the capacity of Canadian ’ 


farmers, providing they get the right kind of co- 
operation from the nation as a whole. But, 
with so many hungry people in the world today, 


~ have we any real right to regard the probability 


that world food requirements will increase 80 
per cent in twenty years as anything short of 
catastrophe? Are we today making adequate 
preparations for the day when such an increased 
output of food will be needed to feed the world’s 
people? Are we irrigating enough new, acres 
every year, conserving all the productive land 
now cultivated, equipping the farmers of the 


‘world with the machines which will enable them - 


to grow the biggest crops possible, prov: ding 
the best of seed, reducing damage by insect pests 
to the minimum? 

There’ may be a bright future ahead for 
Canadian farmers in twenty years, as far as 
demand for their crops are concerned, but it 
would be short-sighted to suppose that this will 
guarantee us a happy future if-it means increas- 
ed hunger and want'in many other parts of the 
world. ;

Early Styles ‘ : 
In Matches 


BBC London Letter 3 

Tt was hard to believe, sald 
David Stone in a recent BBC 
talk, that until about 1835 a 
tinder box was the only means 
in many Bitish homes to pro- 


_Vide a fire. The first matchs 


had ‘come from France in 
about 1810 in what was called 
an ‘Instantaneous light’ box. 
This contained a small bottle 
of sulphuric acid, and some 
sticks with chlorate of potash 
on the end, When dipped in 
the acid they provided the 
flame. A Mr. Samuel Jones, 
who lived in the Strand, Lon- 
don, had brought out rather 
— Promtehean matches in 
1828. 


It was a John Walker of 
Stockton-on-Tees who invent- 
ed the match in the style of 
today, David Stone sald. These 
‘friction lights'|were sold in 
round tins a piece of 
sandpaper through which the 
head of the match was drawn 
to produce the flame. The first 
sale was recorded on April 7, 
1827, But, though urged to 
patent the invéntlon, Mr. \ 
Walker did not think it suffi-/ 
ciently important. So it-was 
the active Mr, Samuel Jones 
who brought out an exact copy 
and named them  luceifers. 
matches were

advertently, often with tragic

1855 that a Swede invented the 
safety match,

The elvers.are born in the 
Sargasso Sea in a jelly-like 
mass.in which ‘they have no 
separate entity.

In -the 
meantime the jelly-like mass 
has broken up and the elvers 
are on thelr own. Their journ- 
ey from the Sargasso Sea to the 
Ulster seaboard takes some- 
where between 2 and 2% 
years. .

A camper has been charged with murder 

following the ‘shooting of a teen-aged youth at 
a beach near Sault Ste: Marie this past weekend. 
’ It appears that the youth, together with sever- 
al companions, had been walking along the beach 
and had'been challenged and fired upon by the 
camper who claimed they had been “molesting” 
his. family in the early hours of the morning. 
It appears that this latter claim is not 
to be considered as unusual in the area con- 
cerned where teen-age are reported to be 
wandering about and a‘number of that age cate- 
gory have been charged with breaking and en- 
tering, theft and car theft in the local court. 
The situation is such that the police have 
warned campers not to use several of the local 
beaches for outings: because “there is no ade- 
quate supervision.” 

Indeed, it was because of the reports of 
these roaming “gangs” that prompted the 
camper concerned to have a rifle in his pos- 
session whilst camping. 

There seems to be little reason for the 

incident to have taken place. It is hard to 
understand why a person would take his family 
camping in an area where he might well expect 
to have one’s-peace and quiet disrupted by 
Towdies.. It is equally difficult to understand 
why there has been no police crackdown in the 
area in order to ensure that the average citizen 
might commune with nature free from any wor- 
rles “ aes 
It is not enough to plead “no adequate sup- 
ervision” and trust that the citizens will stay 
away from public property which is afflicted 
with a rush of juvenile desperadoes. This is 
merely e’s responsibility as a 
guardian of the peace and property of the com- 
munity on the part of the police. If the situa- 
tion is bad enough to warn citizens away from 
the area it has been long past that point when 
police reinforcements should have been called 
in to remedy the situation. 
_ “= Instead we have a youth killed and a citizen, 
who only wanted to enjoy the recreation of 
S , charged with murder. There is neith- 
et rhyme nor reason to this situation. It is 
obvious that additional police are needed else- 
where than on our highways.
